RETRENCHMENT SCHEME.

Wasurneton, D. C., Dec. 23.—Mr. Randall, 
after full consultation with such members of bia 
Committee as are present, and a close examina- 
tion of the estimates submitted from the Depart- 
ments, anda personal interview with leading 
Officials in the various Deparanents, maintains 
his belief that he will be abies to reduce the an- 
nual expenditures at least $40,000,000. He takes 
from the army and navy establishments 310,- 
000,000 from each. This involves a reduction of 
the army to 15,000 men, and a gradual mustering 
out or dischargejof supernumerary officers. and 
also the sale of most of the small 
ships aud iron-clads of the navy, and 
a corresponding reduction among the force 
of officers, seamen and marines. Mr. Randal! 
feels confident that he will obtain the support of 
the Republicans of his Committee, and the 
majority of the Republicans on the floor fos 
these two measures of retrenchment.

NORTHWESTERN FINANCES. 
A DISCOURAGING EXHIBIT.

New Tonk, Dec. 22.—Desperate efforts were 
made to-day to sustain Northwestern stock. 
Publication was made in the New York Times of 
a false report that Jay Gould owneda large 
amount of thestock,and contemplated making it 


-the main connection of the Union Pacific. 


Gould, on being interviewed, denied the reports. 
The gradual depression of the stock from 41 to 
$8 has been owing to the unloading of a few 
heavy holders among the Directors, who were 
aware that an investigation was making into the 
facts of the sappression of part of the report of 
May, 1875. Two weeks ago, Vice-President 
Sykes admitted to your correspondent that part 
of the report of that date had been suppressed, 
and I so telegraphed you.

AN AMERICAN CIRCUS IN PARIS. 
Diapatch to New York Herald. 

Paris, Dec. 18.—The great event of the season 
is the opening of Myers’ monster circus to-night. 
This latest and most remarkable example of 
American enterprise abroad is the circus which 
Mr. J. W. Myers is about to establish in this city. 
He has leased the immense buildings known as 
the Magasins Reunis, in the Place du Chiteau 
d Eau, located in the very centre of Paris. The 
building covers more than 2 acres of ground. 
and was originally designed for grouping under 
oue roof all kinds of fancy stores, as ite name in- 
dicates. It cost the Credit Mobilier Company 
$4,400,000, and was secured by Mr. Myers at a 
rental of 510.000 per year. wo hundred and 
fifty mechanics have been at work night and day 
npon the vbullding fOr two months. Tlicy are 
employed by the contractors, George Gridaine & 
Co., who agreed, for $100,000, to do all the iron 
work, masonry, carpentering, etc., inciuding 
stabling for 150 horses, thirty ponies, pine ele- 
phants, aden of lions, and a herd of white 
sacred camels. 

Defrees & Sons, of London, have charge of 
lighting the building on the terms.of $125,009. 
There are eigbt crystal chandeliers, each of a ton 
weight, 12 feet 5inches in diameter aud 20 feet 
in length. The eight chandeliers will contain 
4,000 lights. A float light, containing 3,800, sur- 
rounds the interior cf the building. 

Each seat is covered with plush velvet. and the 
private boxes are carpeted. All the drapery and 
decorations of the circus consist of the best silk, 
velvet, and satin, with gold and silver tassels 
and fringes. The promenade or winter garden 
is 479 feet long by 20 feet wide, witb a fountaiu 
at either end. Mirrors and chandeliers richly 
adorned will line the promenade on both sides. 
There are 306 miles of gas-pipe in the building, 
and 16,800 yards of velvet,3 miles of goid fringe, 
and 4.600 tasseis are necessary to complete the 
decorations. The chandeliers cost #5,000 each. 
Durand, the painter, was engaged to finish the 
interior, and Lefort is to arrange a cafe, which 
will be the finest in Paris. Its dimensions are 
150 feet long and 60 feet wide. 

Since Mr. Myers left America he bas traveled 
with his circus through Great Britain and Ire- 
land, France, the Netherlands, and, in fact, 
over the greater part of the Contivent. The 
property belonging to his traveling Company is 
said to be worth $1,000,000. He has engaged 
for stabling purposes a farm of 290 acres at 
Orsay, near Paris, where he has nearly 200 
horses. 

He has in his Company Japanese, Arabs, the 
Ochansky family from Holland, the Madigans 
from America, and a large number of other ex- 
perts from all parts of the world. There are 
twenty-one clowns in the troupe, and sixty-five 
trick horses.

and Ool. Alfred Cleves, The “speculation” 
babble had burst—his wealth departed with 
much greater rapidity than it came—and Alan- 
gon Palmer was a broken and ruined man. So 

, indeed, was the former millionaire, that 
here was none to do him reverence; and, bis 
mental faculties being impaired, in consequence, 
it is presumed, of the sore troubles that came 
upon him, he was incapaciated to make another 
“start in the world,” or even to take care of 
himself. He became a pauper, passing many of 
the latter years of his life as an inmate of one 
of those institutions in which, at last, he died. 


TAXING CHURCH-PROPERTY. 


Opinion of a Clergyman.,. 

The Rev. Thomas Tanell, of New York, writes 
as follows to the Tribune of that city, in favor 
of taxing church-property the same as all other 
Property: 

To the Editor of the Ne York Tribune: 

If ali real estate, of every kind, and no matter 
to whom belonging, had to pay taxes and assess- 
ments, a great good would be accomplished. It 
would make church corporations and other cor- 
porate bodies a most excelleat Vigilance Com- 
mittee over the taxation of property. 
no more shrewd, energe and vigilant men, 
where their owu interests are concerned, than 
they are. If they bad to pay taxes they would 
look after taxaticu, aud take care that 
it was not unj nee or excessive. They 
would be exposed to extravagant and dis- 
bovest expenaiture of public money. They 
would insist on honesty and economy, and if the 
public money should be stolen the eburches 
would ring with denunciations, and the best men 
in the community would be up ia S against 
thieves, Now they are silent or inatRerenh be- 
cause their poorer neighbors, who probably nev- 
er entered their churches, have to pay their tax- 
es for them, while our big-hear:ed, generous 
legisiators remit all assessments without being 
as todo so. Of course, they never expect 
any return for their generosity at other people's 
expense. 

Whether it is an unjust act to make one por- 
tion of the community pay the taxes of another, 
i would not hke to decide. It cartaialy looks 
unjust. To make a man pay for a thing he nev- 
er uses, and from which he derives no benefit, 
looks like injustice. It looks like wrong, to make 
wok — man who never knew the lMmy of a 
enshion ip a rich church pay the taxes of the 
rich man who enjoys his ease, respectabilitv, 
and piety in such places. If it is wrong, is 
should be redressed as soon as possible. If per- 
sisted in, not only present evils, but evils in the 
future, will come upon the property-owners. It 
is said that curses, like chiekens, come home to 
roost; so do wrong and injustice of every kiod 
come home, sooner or later, to roost on the per- 
petraters. In my opinion the rights of property 
are very sacred. I have @ great respect for 
them. But tae duties of property ought to be 
also sacred aud equally respected. I believe 
that Pow has its duties as well as its mghts, 
and if the duties are not sacred and performed, 
the rights will not long be respected nor secure. 
If ail property had to bear its share of taxation, 
its rights to protection would be better secured, 
for no one wishes to injure what helps 
bim to lighten or bear his own burdens. If we 
exempt tue property of any portion of the com- 
munity from taxation the rest must pay m- 
creased taxes, and bear a heavier burden. And 
remember that it is often those who have no in- 
terest in the excepted property, and who derive 
no benefit from it wbhacever, that have to pay the 
taxes of their neighbors. 

Besides, the exemption of certain property 
from taxation has a tendency to make the man- 
agers of churches and other institutions acquire 
and hold unproductive more property than is 
necessary for them, thus increasing uselessly the 

lens of the community. If they bad to pay 
taxes like others they would hold only 
what was necessary ior them, and keep 
u in a productive condition. The State 
will sell the property of its citizens 
for non-payment of taxes, and after a certain 
time give a valid title to the purchaser, No one 
questions the right of the State todo so. Well, 
thou, if one portion of the community pays for 
a certain number of years the taxes of another 
portion, is it not virtually the owner of the ex- 
exempted property? And may it notin justice 
demand it? Thisisa serous view to take of 
taxation. But the question is, is it not equity? 
Anyhow, it has often led to confiscation, which 
is always demoralizing, and ought if possible to 
be avoided. The State, like our politicians, has 
often in the history of the world manifested a 
great show of iiberalhty by exempting a vast 
amount of property from taxation. But 
it ended in bankruptey, poverty of tbe 
people, and confiscation, To avoid such 
consequences, soover or later, all property 
ought to be equally taxed, Counfiscation is 
wasteful and demoralizing. It is fruitful of 
endless hitigatign ; and spreads strife and bitter 
hatred among the people for generations. 

The exemption of some property from tax- 
ation necessitates a high rate of taxation on oth- 
er property, causes high rents, and dear means 
of living for the laboring classes, and ultimately 
leads to pauperism, with which they haye been 
cursed iu the Old World, and from which we will 
not escape if we are not wise m time. It is said 
that in some countries of the Old World one- 
fourth of the property of be realm, in others 
one-third, and in others one-half, was exempt 
from taxation. What was the consequence ? 
They pearly all, when obliged to depend on their 
own internal resources, came to bankruptcy, 
poverty of the masses, panperism, and finally 
ended in revolution and confiscation. It is, 1 
believe, an admitted philosophic truth that the 
same causes under the same circumstances will 
produce the same effects. Let us, then, learn 
wisdom from the folly aud misfortunes of others, 
aod make all property bear its share of the com- 
mon burdens. 6 will thus escape injustice, 
dishonesty, aod pauperism, as well as revolution 
and confiscation. e have commenced wron 
by exempting any property from taxation; ap 
when people begin wrong they gre sure to end 
wrong. Let us consider, and take a new depart- 
ure before it is too late.

A GEORGIA DUEL, 


Two Prominent Merchants of Augusta 
Exchange Shots, and One of Them Re- 
ceives a Fata Wound. 

Augusta (Ga.) Chronicle, Dor. 17. 

A short paragraph appeared in the Chronicle 
and Sentinel yesterday morning, announcing that 
aduel which had been on the tapia between 
Mesers. C. D. Tilly and George E. Ratcliffe, of 
this city, had been settled. Such was the im- 
pression at a late hour Wednesday night. it be- 
ing pretty generally known that a challenge 
which had been passed had been withdrawn. 
But, as the sequel showed, this withdrawal was 
only temporary, and the affair ended in a hostile 


meeting at Sand Bar Ferry yesterday afternoon. 

The entire affair was kept very quiet, and is 
was not until the afternoon of Wednesday that a 
balf-dozen persone, exclusive of those interest- 
ed, knew anything’ about it. The principala are 
both young gentlemen well known in this com 
munity. r. Tilly is a member of the arm 6 of 
Harris & Tilly, commission merchants. Mr. Rat- 
cliffe is a cotton-broker, of the firmof George 
E. Ratcliffe 4 Co. Mr. Tilly is a native of Tre- 
land, and Mr. Ratcliffe isa Marylander. Both 
have resided in Augusta for several vears. 

As far as we can learn, the trouble grew out 
of some offensive reports repeated by Mr. Rat- 
cliffe in reference to Mr. Tilly, affecting the 
latter’s character as a& gentleman. These re- 
porte coming to the ears of Mr. Tilly last 
Tuesday, be at once wrote a note to Mr. Rat- 
cliffe, demanding the name of their — 
Mr. Ratcliffe replied immediately, refusing to 
give the name. Mr. Tilly then sent a chalieo 
through his friend, Mr. J. W. Harris, te Me. 
Rateliffe. The latter designated Mr. 

Chew as his friend, the challenge was * *. 
and an agreement made to meet at Bar 
Ferry, on the South Carolina side of the river, 
at daylight Wednesday morning. Mr. Ratcliffe 
being the challenged party, and having the 
choice of Weapons, selected Colt's navy six- 
shooters. Ihe distance at which the principais 
were to stand from each other and deliver their 
fire was ten paces. The seconds were to toss 
up for the word. Everything was soon arranged, 
and the carriages to take the party to the 
ground engaged. The matter had progressed 
with the greatest secrecy. Nobody but the 
principals, the seconds. and a very few friends 
of the respective principals, knew anything about 
it. These friends determined to bring about a 
peaceable solution of the difficulty if pos- 
sibie, and four of them resolving themselves 
into a board of honor, held a consultation 
and finally requested Mr. Harris to with- 
draw the challenge for twenty-four hours. Mr. 
Harris complied with the request, and it was this 
temporary withdrawal which created the impres- 
sion that the whole matter had been settled. But 
nothing was effected, and at 10 o'clock Wedaes- 
day night the challenge was renewed and an 
agreement made to meet at the ground original- 
| ly devignated-—a field on the South Carolina side 
of the Savannah River, about half a mile from 
Sand-Bar Ferry—-at 3 o'clock p. m. Thursday. 
The spot chosen is almost as historic as a duel- 
ling ground as Bladensburg. It was close at 
hand that Red killed Cope and in one of the 
most sanguivary duels on record; it was within 
a stone throw that other contests of leas bloody 
termination took place. Sand-Bar Ferry is the 
“ultima Thule” in all affairs under the code of 
honor in this section of the country; in fac 
combatanta from the interior of the State an 
trom South Carolina have met there. 

As previously mentioned, the parties went out 
early inthe afternoon. They proceeded imme- 
diately tothe ground, and set about arranging 
the necessary preliminaries. In the toss-up, 
Mr. Harris, Mr. Tilly's second, won the word or 
choice of position. He selected the former. 
The point of meeting in the field was near the 
extreme eastern end, about 100 yards from the 
road. About 2:45, several carriages and buggies, 
with gentlemen from the city, arrived, and im 
few minutes there were about thirty persons An 
the ground. At 3 o'clock, punctually, the seo- 
ouds, with their principals, moved off from the 
group near the carriages at the northeastern ex- 
tremity of the field, and advanced to the desig- 
nated point. The seconds then placed their 
prineipais in position. Mr. Tilly stood nearer 
the fence, on the eastern side, facing the west. 
Mr. Hatcliffe stood opposite, 10 paces distant, 
facing the east. The sky was overcast with 
clouds, and the sun was not visible. After 
piating the principals, the seconds stepped 
aside. Mr. Harrie then, ina distinct voice, an- 
pounced that he would ask, Gentlemen, are 
you ready? and immediately would give the 
word. Fire! one, two, three, — * They were 
to fire between the words “ fire’ aoe oe,” 
and not afterwards. Each party wae to fire onl 
ones. This explanation over, Mr. Harris sai 
„Gentlemen. are you ready?” Mr. Ratcliffe an- 
swered Ready!“ Mr. Tilly said nothing. Both 
men were remarkabiy cool and collected. Mr. 
Tilly rolled up a cigarette a few minutes before, 
and Mr. Rateliffe, on taking position, quietly 
kicked out of the way a stick or elump of grass. 
Neither appeared to be in the least 1 nor- 
vous. Fach displayed . one bravery w 
commented upop present. Both 
wore dark clothes. Wr. Harris gave the 
word, “Fire! ote, two, three, stop!“ Both 
fired between the words fire” and one.“ The 
two shots appeared to be almost simultaneous, 
though the impression was that Mr. HKatcliffe 
fired slightly before Mr. Tilly. Still they were 
go close together that it was almost impossible 
to tell. Each second walked ap to his principal. 
It was first thought by the spectators that nei- 
ther had been bit. Both stood perfectly col- 
lected. But soon after Mr. Harris went up to 
Mr. Tilly, the latter put his right band, which 
still grasped his pistol, to bis & side, leaned heav- 
ily against Mr. Harris, and his bead gradually 
sank upon that gentleman's shoulder. It was 
then known that he had been struck. As soon 
as Mr. Harris went up to Mr. Tiilv the latter 
demanded another fre; but Mr. Harris, who 
perceived that his principal had been seri- 
ously wounded, and would be unabie to stand up 
to deliver another fire, declared that, as 
blood bad been drawn, the requirements of the 
code had been complied with, and, Mr. Tilly 
himself not being in condition to proceed further, 
the matter must terminate. He therefore an- 
pounced to Mr. Chew, Mr. Ratcliffe’s second, that 
the duel had terminated. Messrs. Ratcliffe aud 
Chew then walked off; the former got into his 
carriage and came to the city.

ELEVATING EXERCISES. 


The Seuth Dome of the Yosemite 
Climbed by Two Men of Nerve. 
Yosemite Letter lo Sun Francisco Bulletin. 

The Yosemite South Dome is the nobiest rock 
in the Sierra, and George Anderson, an indom- 
itable Scotchman, has made a way to its summit. 

The Dome rises from the level of the floor of 
the valley to the height of nearly a mile. The 
north side is absolutely vertical from the sum- 
mit to a depth of about 1,900 feet ; on the south 
it is pearly vertical to as greata depth; the 
west side presenta a very steep and firmly-drawn 
curve from the summit down 1,000 feet or more ; 
while on the east, where it is united with the 
dividing ridge between the great Tenaya and 
the Nevada canons, the Dome may be easily ap- 
proached within 600 or 700 feet of the sum- 
mit, where it rises in a smooth, graceful 
curve justafew degrees too steep to climb, 
Nearly all Sierra rocks are accessible foa the 
eastern or upper side, because the giacial foree 
which eroded them out of the solid acted from 
this direction; but especial conditions in the po- 
sition and structure of the South Dome prevent- 
ed the formation of the ordinary low grade, and 
it is this steep upper portion that the placky An- 
derson has overcome. John Conway, a resident 
of the valley, bas a flock of small boys who 
climb smooth rocks like lizards, and some two 
years ago he sent them uo the Dome witha rope, 
hopiog they might be able to fasten it with 
spikes driven into fissures, and thus reach the 
top. They took the rope in tow, and succeeded 
in making it fast 200 or 300 feet above the point 
ordinarily reached, but finding the upper por- 
tion of the curve impraot cable without laborious 
drilling into the rock, he called back his lzarda, 
thinking himself fortunate in effecting a safe re- 
treat. 

Mr. Anderson began with Oonway’s old rope, 
part of whieh still remains in place, and reso- 
lutely drilled his way to the top, inserting eye- 
bolts 5 or 6 feet apart, and making his rope fast 
to each in succession, resting his foot on the last 
bolt while he drilled the next above. Occasion- 
ally some irregularity in the curve or slight foot- 
hold would enable him to climb 15 or 20 feet in- 
dependently of the rope, which he would pass 
and begin drilling again, the whole being accom- 
plished in a few days. From this slender begin- 
ping he will now proceed to construct a substan- 
tial stairway, which he hopes to complete in time 
for next year's travel; and, as be is a man of 
rare energy, the thing will surely be done. Then 
all may sing Exceleior in porfect safety. 

On my return to the valley the other day, I 
immediately hastened to the Dome, not only for 
the pure pleasure of climbing the view. but to 
see what else I might enjoy and learn. Our first 
winter storm had bloomed, and all the moun- 
tains were mantied in fresh snow. I was there- 
fore a little apprehensive of danger from the 
slipperiness of the rock, Anderson himself re- 
fusing to believe that any one could climb his 
rope in the condition it was then in. Moreover, 
the sky was overcast, and solemn snow-clouds 
began to curl and wreath themeeives around the 
summit of the Dome, and my late experience on 
Icy Shasta came to mind. But, reflecting that I 
bad matches in my pocket, and that a 
little fire-wood might be found, I con- 
cluded that in case of a dark storm the 
night could be spent on the Dome with- 
out suffering anything worth caring for. I. 
therefore, pushed up aione, and gained the top 
without the slightest difficulty. My first view 
was perfectly glorious. A massive clond of pure 
pearl lustre was arched across the valley, from 
wall to wall, the one end resting upon El Capi- 
tan, the other on Cathedral Rocks, the brown 
meadows shadowed beveath, with short reaches 
of the river shimmering in changeful light. 
Then, as I stood on the tremendous verge over- 
looking Mirror Lake, a flock of smaller clouds, 
white as snow, came ewiftiy from the north, 
trailing over the dark forests, and, arriving on 
the brink of the valley, descended with god-like 

estures through Indian canon, and over the 

rches and North Lome, moving rapidly. yet 
with perfect deliberation. Un they came, nearer, 
nearer, beneath my feet, gathering aud massing, 
and filling the Tenaya abves. Then the sun 
shone free, lighting them through and through. 
and paiting them with the splendors of the 
rainbow. It was one of those brooding days 
that come just between Indian summer and 
winter, when the clouds are hving creatures. 
Now and then the valley appeared all bright and 
eloudiess, with its crystal river meandering 
through colored meadow and grove, while to the 
eastward the snowy peaks rose in glorious ar- 
ray, keenly outlined on the pureazure. Then 
the clouds would come again, wreathing the 
Dome and making a darkness like ni ght. 

Notwithstanding the enthusiastic eagerness of 
tourists to reach the summit of this — the 

eneral views of the valley from here are far 

ees —.— than from many other points, 
because of the foreshortening effect pro- 
yan f by looking from 80 great a height. 
North Dome is dwarfed almost beyond recog- 
nition. The splendid sculpture of the arches 
is scarcely noticed, and the walls on both 
sides seem comparatively low and sunken. 
The Dome itself is the most sublime feature 
of all Yosemite views, and thatis beneath our 
feet. ‘The view of Little Yosemite Valley is 
very fine, though ioferior to one obtained from 
the base of Starr King; but the summit land- 
scapes towards Mounts Tyell, Dana, and Con- 
ness are very effective and complete. When the 
sublime ice-fluods of the glacial period poured 
down the flank of the range over what is vow 
Yosemite Vailey, they were compelied to break 
through a dam of domes extending across from 
Mount Starr King to North Dome; and as the 
began to draw pear a close and the icy 
current swallowed and divided, South Dome was 
first to emerge from the icy waste, burnished 
and giowing like a crvstal; and though it has 
sustained the wear and tear of the elements tens 
of thousands of years, it yet remains not merely 
a monument but a history of the glacier’ that 
broaght it to light. Its entire surface is cover- 
ed with giacial hieroglyphics, whose interpreta- 
tion is the great reward of all who devoutly 
study chem.

The question How are we to purchase for- 
eign goods with an irredeemable currency if the 
brokers refuse to give gold for it?” stands un- 
answered. American merchants take the legal- 
tender currency of the country for their 
goods sold at retail to the consumers. 
At present this curfency is converted 
into gold dy the brokers, but at 
u large and fluctuating discount because the 
maker (the Government) does not redeem it. 
Tue controversy going on in the country is be- 
tween the two antagonistic policies of coin re- 
demption or permanent irredeemability. The 
latter class of politicians contend that a paper 
currency can be made to discharge the functions 
of money when issued by the General Govern- 
ment with the distinct understanding that it is 
pever to be redeemed in coin or any tangible 
property or valuable substance,—in fact, not to 
be redeemed at all. Tax Tarsvune’s criticism on 
this scheme of currency was put in the shape of 
a question which Amerigo bas attempted to 
answer but utterly failed. The broker of course 
could not give gold for pieces of paper that do 
not even bear a promise of payment or re- 
demption. How then would the merchants 


receiving the stuff for their goods be able to 
exchange it for new stocks of foreign goods, 
such as tea, coffee, sugar, molasses, medicines, 
and a thousand other articles, when the old 
stocks were sold out and exhausted ? The peo- 
ple of foreign countries would give them no 
goods for irredeemabdle shinplasters.

Insanity in England is incréasing. In 1859, 
England and Wales had a population of not 
quite 20,000,000, of whom 36,762 were lunatics in 
private asylums ; bat in 1875, out of a popula- 
tion of not quite 24,000,000, there were 63,793 
lunatics. In other words, sixteen years ago, 
eighteen persons out of each.10,000 inhabitants 
of this island were crazy, while not twenty-six 
out of each 10,000 are in that condition. Even 
this does not tell the whole truth, for there are 
a great number of Innatics who are carefully 
kept at home, hidden from notice, and not 
included au the census under the head of 
“insane.” This fact will be a partial 
explanation of what otherwise might 
seem to be an inexplicable circumstance, namely, 
that while the whole number of paupers in 
Englaud and Wales had diminished from 862,078 
in 1859 to 817,822 in 1875, the number of pau- 
per lunatics” has increased 24,621 in these six- 
teen years. ** pauper lunatic” is one whose 
friends cannot pay for his support and who is 
kept at the public expense in a public institu- 
tion. There is no reason to suppose that poor 
people are more liable tban rich people to lose 
their reason; but while the 23,000,000 of non- 
paupers furnish oniy 7,390 luhatics known as 
— the 817.822 paupers furnish 56,403 lunatics.

The fight for the Senatorial succession in 
Iowa to the seat of Senator WRIanr, whose 
term expires in 1877, is already commencing 
to be waged in a very vigorous manner 
through the newspapers in that State. Sen- 
ator Wreiecnt having retired from the field 
some time since, four candidates are already 
contesting for the place,—Harian, Prices, 
Krrexwoop, and Secretary Bxixxar, and the 
fight is raging fast and furious. Fortunately 
the Republican margin in Iowa is sufficient 
to allow of a heated contest without seriously 
endangering the succession, and a lively can- 
vass may develop such facts as to insure the 
selection of the best man. There is certainly 
time enough in which to make a choice, and 
if there is the disposition, as now appears, to 
thoroughly canvass every candidate, there is 
no reason why.the choice should not be a 


good one. 


THE DEMOCRATIC SITUATION IN CONGRESS 
The managers of the Democratic House of 
Representatives have attempted a bold poli- 
cy, the aim of which is of importance to the 
whole country, but the success of which is 
extremely doubtful. The gentlemam chosen 
for Speaker is a Democrat, who, casting aside 
the delusions and crimes of the modern par- 
ty, proposes to place in the foreground the 
financial and revenue policies of the Democ- 
racy which prevailed prior to the War. For 
this purpose the control and management of 
the Democratic House has been concentrated 
in the hands of men from the West. The 
Eastern States have been quietly put aside, 
and all the leading questions of the day have 
been committed to Western men. In this 
array of controlling power the West has been 
treated as the country. The States in the 
Valley of the Mississippi have been recog- 
nized as the seat of power, while New En- 
gland and the other Atlantic States have been 
considered as frontier or outlying portions of 
the Union. This attempt to give to the 
Western States the controlling power in Con- 
gress has been made more daring and aggres- 
sive by the further attempt to place this power 
in the hands of Western Democrats who are in 
favor of sound money, reduced expenditures, 
and a reduction of taxation to an exclusively 
revenue standard. For this purpose the 
bold and defiant managers, who in the first 
place forced Mr, KxnR, representing his pecu- 
liar views, upon an unwilling and adverse 
majority of the party in the House, have so 
arranged the working machinery of the body 
that all power is confined to that faction of 
Western menbers who favor hard money. The 
Committee on Ways and Means is composed, 
with the exception of Mr. KMA x, of hard- 
money men, and with a large majority in 
favor of the abolition of protective taxation. 
The Committee on Banking and Currency is 
equally decided in favor of hard money; 
and, though its Chairman isa New Yorker, 
all his past history is that of a Western man. 
Two classes have therefore been excluded 
from the government of the House,—the 
Democracy of the States east of the Alle- 
ghenies, and the Democratic Inflationists of 
the West as well of the East. The announce- 
ment of the committees by Speaker Kens 
was an open defiance and declaration to the 
Inflationiste of all parties, and to the Pro- 
tectionists of all parties, and upon the 
question of inflation, that the Speaker, and 
consequently the managers of the party in 
the House, are opposed to the majority of 
the party in the House. It is the old prob- 
lem whether the tail shall wag the dog or the 
dog wag the tail. Shall Kexe and Morison, 
and their comparatively small faction, govern 
the party in the House, or shall the majority 
of the Democratic House be permitted to dic- 
tate to the minority? In the Democratic 
representation from Indiana there is but 
one, if indeed there is even one, who favors 
hard money and opposes inflation, except Mr. 
Kinn; now shall he dictate to his colleagues, 
or shall they be allowed to have an opinion 
of their own? So with the Protection Dem- 
ocrate of New England, New York, Pennsyl- 
vania, New Jersey, and Maryland. Shall 
they submit to have Mr. Kerr and the men 
of the West sponge out of existence the lib- 
eral and magnificent bounties and pensions 
which their people have so long enjoyed un- 
der the protective tariff. 

It is impossible to believe that the great 
protective interests and the large inflation 
majority of the Democratic members of the 
House will submit without a struggle and ac- 
cept free trade and specie payments at the 
dictation of Speaker Keer and the small fac- 
tion of Democrats who agree with him. 80 
far, insubordination has been repressed. The 
Speaker has managed to stifle discussion, and 
his programme for the future is understood 
to be that all resolutions or other forms of 
declaring opinions on all questions relating 
to the currency shall be referred to commit- 
tees without debate, thus preventing any op- 
portunity for the Inflationists to force the 
members to a vote. These committees, as 
composed by the Speaker, will never report 
an inflation measure. Bat we question 
whether this policy of suppression can be 
maintained. Already there are resolutions 
by the score to be offered after the 


tain, and when it io made it must of necessi- 


ty determine whether the party shall be for 
inflation or honest money, and that decision 
must also divide the party into two factions, 
each as unrelenting and as determined as the 


other. 
The policy of | transferring the control of 


legislation to the West, where practically the 
people reside, may be attended with great 
party disadvantages. New York, New Jersey, 
Maryland, Pennsylvania, and Delaware are of 
themselves a strong political power, and, 
though their votes are not essential to the 
election of a Presidential candidate, their loss 
is a serious danger. The people of those 
States will not, without strong resistance, 
consent that the Western States shall here- 
after become absolute in the control of na- 
tional legislation. 

The game played by Kerr and his friends 
is a bold one. They seek to seduce or 
whip the Democratic rank and file of the 
Western Democracy into a  hard-money 
platform by the offer of giving the West the 
control of Congressional legislation, a reduc- 
tion of forty millions of dollars a year in 
national expenditures, and the removal of 
the obnoxious protective taxes. To the 
South they offer such.a reduction of the 
army as to render military intervention 
there even to enforce the laws out of the 
question. This policy, if successful,—if the 
Democratic House can be coaxed or coerced 
into giving the quietus to inflation anda 
support to specie payments,—then the revolu- 
tion in sentiment will be of a magnitude and 
importance so unprecedented that, until the 
success becomes a fact, belief in its proba- 
bility exceeds human credulity. 

THE- PERSONAL-TAX OUTRAGE. 

Probably no subject is exciting so much at- 
tention and indignation among the business 
men in Chicago at the present time as the 
valuation of the personal property of the 
South Division for taxation. A few com- 
parisons will serve to illustrate the unjust 
discrimination which has characterized this 
monstrous assessment. The assessment for 
city taxation last year was $258,549,610 on 
real estate, and the assessment for State and 
county taxes this year on the same real es- 
tate is only 8125, 494, 173, or less than half as 
much. If the whole assessment had been 
equitable, the personal property would have 
been rated in about the same proportion, in- 
stead of which it is-$45,817,543 for State and 
county, and was only $45,155,830 for the 
city last year, or actually more for the former 
than for the latter, instead of less than half 
as much, as it ought to have been. The bulk 
of this burden has fallen upon the South 
Side. In the West Division and the North 
Division the Assessors made the pro- 
portion of the real-estate valuation to 
the personal-property valuation about 5 to 
1, while in the South Division it is not 
even 3 to 1. The personal property of the 
West Division is assessed at $9,361,416, and 
that of the North Division $3,252,900, while 
that of the South Division is #33,203,227. 
The valuation of the South Side personal 
property is more than twice as much as it 
ought to be in order to be uniform with the 
other two divisions of ,the city, or with the 
proportion of city valuation to State valua- 
tion of real estate. 

The gross injustice of the South Side as- 
sessment is further illustrated by a compari- 
son of some of the bank assessments. The 
National Banks are assessed a regular per- 
centage on their actual capital,—the First Na- 
tional at $400,000, the Merchants’ National at 
$200,000, the City National at $100,000, and 
so on,—while the private banking institutions 
are assessed at only a small fraction of their 
capital. The Merchants’ Savings, Loan and 
Trust Company was assessed at one-third its 
capital. A large institution like the Hibernian 
Banking Association was put down at only 
$8,000! and Mr. J. M. Apsir pays a tax 
on only $565, with which he does a very re- 
spectable banking business. In individual 
cases,it is now pretty certain that three- 
fourths of the residents of the South Side 
are required to pay twice to three and four 
times as much as much as in previous years 
on the same amount of personal property. 

The explanation of all this is very simple, 
and it is for this purpose that we have given 
additional prominence to the subject. Last 
spring the good citizens and tax-payers 
stayed in their shops and offices and per- 
mitted a lot of bummers, thieves, and loafers 
to take possession of the polls; and did not, 
if we recollect right, present even one decent 
ticket in opposition. By a system of 
repeating and ballot-box stuffing, if 
necessary, or by a mere prevalence 
of bummerism and scalawagism on the 
one hand, and absence of tax-payers on the 
other, one Ep Pxriures was elected Assessor 
among the several town officers “ stuffed” 
for at the time. Thisis the reason why the 
South Side is paying about three times as 
large a proportion of the personal tax as the 
other two divisions, why some banks are 
assessed high and others on a mere nominal 
sum, and why some individuals pay three or 
four times as much as they did last year on 
the same or less property, and others not as 
much. If, next spring, the good citizens and 
tax-payers again permit the bummers, re- 
peaters, and ballot-box stuffers to elect their 
own cronies, the tax-payers may expect to 
suffer in the same way, and we don’t know 
but what they will deserve to suffer even 
worse. 


PENDLETON’S PRESIDENTIAL PILGRIMAGE. 
Mr. Grorce H. Prox, of Wash Mo- 
Lean, Ohio, is now engaged on a Presidential 
pilgrimage down in Dixie. While other 
candidates are figuring and speculating in 
Washington, and playing the courtier to the 
political parties, Mr. Pexpieron, like Dax- 
L Pratt, and Gronda WasHinctron ME.uen. 
and Gzorcr Francis Tuna, takes time by 
the forelock and starts off upon a little cam- 
paign of his own, in which he blows his own 
trumpet and waves his own flag. Ostensibly 
ou his way to Ponce pre Lrox's youth-renew- 
ing fountain for the benefit of Mr. Prxbix- 
Ton’s health, he improves the opportunity to 
put in an appearance at each important 
Southern city, and to put in a little speech at 
each appearance, at which his claims to the 
idency are set forth in a bland and child- 
ive manner, and with a degree of deport- 
ment which would not have done discredit to 
Mr. Tunverprop himself. The hotel balcony is 
his favorite rostrum, and his audience throngs 
the streets below, and between the strains of 
pensive music his voice floats out on th 


evehſhg air, laden with perfume of magnolia 
and toses,—the air, not the voice,—and 
pleads for a loftier, purer patriotism which

The I. O. U.“ is a familiar cabalistic sign 
of supposititious commercial value to which 
most men in the course of their lives have 
occasion to subscribe. The O. A. U. isa 
variation of letters put forth by the New 
York Herald, a circumstance that divests the 
combination of the credit which the old form 
sometimes commands. The O. A. U.“ stands 
for the Order of American Union, if there is 
any such Order, just as A. P. A.” used to 
stand for the American Protestant Associa- 
tion, the distinguishing feature of which was 
that there were no Americans connected with 
it, but mostly Ulster Irish. The O. U. A. 
M.” is the Order of United American Mechan- 
ics, which is an offshoot of the A. P. A., 
and includes a good many Germans. There 
may be other branches of the same general 
association of Orangemen to conform to the 
prejudices and preferences of different nation- 
alities, and it is just possible that the O. A. 
U. “ is one of them, though the circumstance 
that the Herald exposes it as a secret Order 
would indicate on general principles that 
there is no such institution in existence. 

The purpose of the O. A. U.“ is said to 
be a general opposition to the politics of the 
Roman Catholic Church, including all in- 
terference in political affairs of any ecclesias- 
tical body, the division of the school funds 
or their diversion for sectarian purposes, and 
the recognition of religious distinctions in 
any public educational or reformatory insti- 
tutions. The Order is reported, but without 
any better authority than we have already 
given,

No secret organization in poli- 
tics can meet with success in this country, 
at least where the elements of publicity are 
coincident with those of popularity, and 
where the very idea of secrecy is regarded as 
dangerous, and recognized universally as in- 
consistent with the theory and principles of 
our Government. 

The effort of the Herald to connect this 
new phase of Orangeism with a third-term 
movement for Gen. Grant is simply another 
preposterous application of the Herald's 
mania in this direction. There is nothing 
even in the sensational account of the Asso- 
ciation which it prints that warrants any in- 
ference of this kind; though the Association 
could not possibly be less harmful than by 
adopting the third term as its foundling. 
Nobody else, not even President Grant, has 
been willing to recognize it, and nobody will 
object to confiding it to the tender mercies 
of the O. A. U.“ It is certain, however, 
that the Association will draw its membership 
from both political parties and all political 
creeds. There is a large class of people who 
have an insane affection for secret orders, 
and this sentiment has been responsi- 
ble for many a fantastic association 
with mystic signs, and grips, and 
pass-words, which have enabled people to get 
rid of some of their money and spend a good 
deal of their time that might have been more 
profitably employed. In this respect, the 
„0. A. U.“ probably does not differ from the 
rest of them. The association of the names 
of Grant and Brave with this Order is 
manifestly a Herald invention for sensational 
purposes, and the whole matter is scarcely 
worth the space we have given it. 


THE WEBB SUIT. 

In 1867, Gen. JAmes Watson Wess was 
United States Minister to Brazil. Shortly 
before, the American schooner Caroline had 
been illegally seized and condemned by the 
Brazilian Government. Her owner, Lemven 
Weis, complained to Secretary Sxwanp, 
who directed Wess to ask for a speedy set- 
tlement. This was done. Oct. 2, 1867, Bra- 
zil paid Wess the full amount of the claim, 
£14,252 ($70,000). This was handed over 
in the shape of three bills on London, for 
£5,000, £5,900, £3,352, respectively. The 
first of these was forwarded to Washing- 
ton and duly transferred to Let 
Wetzs. A year or so ago it was dis- 
covered that Gen. Wzän's accounts were 
short by £9,252, the amount of the 
two other drafts. Suit was brought against 
him by the Government in the United States 
District Court of New York for this sum. 
The defense he sets up is peculiar, but prob- 
able. The hypothesis of peculation has scarce- 
ly been admissible from the beginning, on 
account of Gen. Wress’s character, record, 
and wealth. He says that WIISs instructed 
him to pay anything in excess of £5,000 
awarded to certain “influential Brazilians” ; 
that this arrangement had the implied, if 
not direct, sanction of Secretary Swan; 
and that it was duly carried out. WII Is 
letter dictating this disposition of the 
money was forwarded to the Secretary 
with the £5,000 draft, but the names orig- 
inally mentioned in it were erased. Sewarp 
had been informed of the proposed settle- 
ment in the preceding April, and had ex- 
pressed no dissent. Dec. 7, 1867, he acknowl- 
edged the receipt of the £5,000 in a dispatch 
to Winz, and added: Tou have shown 
much: energy and sagacity in the settlement 
of this claim.” If the money was really 
shared in this way, the testimony of Lemur. 
Waits and of the “influential Brazilians” 
would settle the matter. The former has not 
been called upon, and Wess refuses to give 
the names of the latter. He says: They 
were desirous not to be known in the 
transaction; and, to secure their ser- 
vices, I pledged myself and my offi- 
cial character as the Envoy Extraordi- 
nary and Minister Plenipotentiary of 
the United States” never to reveal their 
names. A motion to commit the defendant 
to jail for contempt of court in refusing to 
mention these menis now pending before 
Judge Buatcurorp. Gen. WIns's story is 
doubtless true and his refusal may perhaps be 
justified, but the tale is none the less un- 
pleasant reading. Is it one of the functions 
of our Foreign Ministers to act as jockeying 
claim-agents, to hire lobbyists, to conspire 
with them against the Treasury of their own 
nation, and to act as an attorney in the shar- 
ing of the spoils? As the case stands now, 
it seems that Gen. WI so far forgot 
himself as to bribe, or aid in brib- 
ing, a number of prominent Brazilians, 
who were ashamed to appear in the 
matter themselves, and so made the Ameri- 
can Minister the cat’s-paw which raked their 
modest percentage of 65 per cent of the 
Carolina claim out of the Treasury of Brazil. 
If this thing is common, Gen. Scuzncx has 
been merely following precedents in his un- 
fortunate career. 


The French Senate is to contain 300 mem- 
bers. Of these, seventy-five have been elected 
by the Assembly and 225 are to be chosen 
the Departments, much as our Senators are 
elected by the States. The former hold their 
seats for life, or until the next revolution. 
The latter serve for a term of years. Ballot- 
ing for life-Senators began in the Assembly 
on the 9th inst. and ended on the 2ist. Its 
results have been a sweeping triumph for the 
Republicans. They have 54 of the 75,— 
30 from the Left Centre and 24 
from the Left. The Right Centre 
— the Orleanists—have 6; the Extreme 
Right— the believers in HNL V., the white 
flag, and the Bourbon blood—have 11; 
and the Bonapartists count but one avowed 
adherent, though a number of other Senators 
are suspected of a lurking like for the violets, 
the Imperial eagle, and the boy Napoizon. 
The election of the 225 Senators by the De- 
partments will doubtless add a number of 
Bonapartists to the Upper House, but the 
Republican majority is sure to be large 
enough for any practical purposes. Senates 
have never amounted to much hitherto in 
France, but the struggle to secure control of 
this one shows that it is expected to play a 
more important part than any of its predeces- 
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Gov. CHAmBERLALS, Of South Carolina, has 
again struck a vigorous blow for reform. The 
Legislature of that State lately elected some no- 
torious scamps as Circuit Judges,--WuHIrPEeRr

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not elected, 
but Wurrremong, the cadet-broker, and a num- 
ber of others flopped over, and the result was 
changed. In a published interview after the 
election, Gov, Cuameennamy said that he 
looked upon the election of these men 
as a horrible disaster,—a disaster equally 
great to the State and to the Republic- 
an party. There is no doubt that the elections 
were bought by @ free use of money aud the 
promise of places. Votes were almost openly 
for sale at $100 apiece. We sejoice that Gov. 
CHAMBERLAIN has done all in his power to pre- 
vent the consummation of the bargain. He de- 
serves credit for standing so well by his recent 
record of honesty and intelligence. 

CHEAP CIGARS, 

One of the facts brought out by the matrimo- 
nial correspondeuce which we published during 
some weeks, recently, was that the average 
young man apparently preferred cigars to con- 
nubial bliss, and would rather build castles in 
the air by the aid of smoke than put up a home 
of his own with u wife inside it. “Tobacco,” 
says TuackeRay, is women’s greatest foe.” 
This is a bit of keen perception. There is no 
knowing how many babes have stayed unborn 
because their potential father preferred cigars 
to children. The Romans sometimes burned in- 
cense before their household gods; the Chinese 
do so now. Our American youth puff volumes 
of savory smoke from pipe and cigar, 
bat the incense is pot in honor, but 
in ban, of their household gods. They 
worship the deity that America first gave the 
world,—the plaut tobacco. Punch had s.car- 
toon, some years ago, which represented the 
gilded youth of England as puffing away their 
brains. Each skull was fashioned into a pipe, 
aod long tubes falling from the mouths of the 
self-elayers wound in serpentive coile around 
their limbs, and finally entered the skall-pipes. 
The youth of America are perhaps not puffing 
away their brains,—although that process would 
not take many puffs, in the case of the average 
youth,—but they blow from their cigar-tips 
wives, children, and homes into the limbo of 
what might have been. The cigar is reckoned 
as a necessity; household joys are luxuries. 
The former, therefore. comes first. We are 
neither defending the fact nor grieving over it. 
Few people not wooing or being won at this pre- 
cise moment will deny its truth. It is a matter 
of grave social import, then, when the costs of 
living are greatly reduced by the introduction of 
the cheap cigar. This dusky benefactor of 
mankind first appeared a few short weeks ago. 
It could be procured fora nickel, and it pro- 
duced the tickling sensation on the palate and 
cloud of vapor before the eyes which satisfy the 
average emoker. It is true that the proper sea- 
son for its use seemed to be only after a lunch 
on corn-beef, in accordance with the culinary 
maxim that corn-beef and cabbage should be 
taken together. At first, the cheap cigar 
was sold at 5 cents, no matter how 
many were bought, but there is now 
a marked inclination downwards. Basement- 
saloons offer lunch, a glass of beer, and a cigar 
for 5 cents. The necessaries of life are cer- 
tainly diminishing in price. Some uneasy feel- 
ing has been excited of late, however, by the 
apparition of a swarm of small boys who rake 
the gutters in apparent search for stumps and 
ex-quids. Can the cheap cigar be made of 
these? We are glad to be able to say that this 
is certainly not true of every brand. A New York 
paper has discovered a factory of 5-cent 
cigars in that city, and describes the prccess of 
manufacture. The owners buy imperfect, yel- 
low, and colorless tobacco, and subject it to 
chemical action, which makes it seem as good as 
avy. They claim, indeed, that, after being 
so treated, it not only seems, but is, as good as 
any other. The average cost of the finished 
cigar is about $20 per thousand. It is sold to 
retailers at from $35 to $60 per thousand, and 
retailed to consumers at 5, 10, and 15 cents per 
cigar. Other kieds of domestic cigars are fast 
being driven out of the market. The profits are 
so great that there is sure to be fierce competi- 
tion ere long, and we may then attain the 
summum bonum of the Italians, who buy bad 
cigars for a cent apiece. The consequences will 
be more marriages and a marked increase in 
population. The economists of the past have 
shown bow cheap corn increased the number of 
marriages; the economists of the future will 
doubtiesa show that cheap cigars have the same 
effect. 


The Boston Advertiser, a paper not given to 
lying or even to starting stories until they are 
proved, publishes an unpleasant allegation in 
regard to the last intercollegiate regatta. It is 
reported as saying that five of the winning 
crew, from Cornell, were picked up for the oo- 
casion ; that they were not candidates for a de- 
gree and not members of tbe University ; that 
they nominally entered Cornell simply to row 
the race; and that a deliberate fraud was thus 
successfully practiced upon the boys of the other 
crews and upon the public. And the Advertiser 
goes on to say that three of the Columbia crew, 
which came rear winning the race, were of the 
game sort of men as the five ‘‘ Cornellians.” 
These are serious charges from a regatta siand- 
point, which should be answered forthwith. 
The public has come to expect such tricks 
among professional ball-tossers and biack- 
legs, but the utmost confidence has been 
placed in the honor of the student amateurs 
who pull oars in our college races. This confi- 
dence will be shaken forever unless the state- 
ments made by the Advertiser are promptly dis- 
avowed. The press at large should call atten- 
tion to them, in order that the colleges impli- 
cated may be forced mto a speedy explanation. 
We trust that that expianation will be perfectly 
satisfactory.

KIGHTEENTH ANNIVERSARY OF THE NEW ENGLAND 
SOCIETY. 

Special Dispatch to The Chicago Tribune, 

Ann Anon, Mich., Dec. 22.—The eighteenth 
annual meeting of the New England Society of 
Ann Arbor was held at the Methodist Episcopal 
Church, in this city, this evening. After music 
and prayer by the Rev. I. N. Elwood, an address 
was delivered by Dr. Edward 8. Dunster, of the 
University. Dr. Dunster is a lineal descendant 
ot the Rev. Henry Dunster, the first President 
of Harvard College,—being the seventh in the 
line. Hence, the present position of Dr. Dun- 
ster in Michigan University, his descent from a 
New-England College-President, and the special 
character of the Society, all made it quite appro- 
priate for him to deliver 

THE ANNUAL ADDRESS. 

In opening, the speaker said that he should 
not take up the old, hackneyed theme of the 
Puritan character, nor would he take a general 
survey of the times and scenes amid which our 
New England ancestors lived, but that he should 
rather take a chapter from out the life of a 
single one of their number,—that one to be the 
first President of Harvard College. He said he 
should make use of it to point out that most 
contradictory feature in the Puritan character, 
namely: their denial to others of what they 
claimed for themselves, — the liberty to worship 
God according to the dictates of their con- 


sciences. 
PRESIDENT DUNSTER 

was born in England, and came to Boston in the 
year 1640. He was educated at Magdalen Col- 
lege, Cambridge, whence he was graduated an 
A. B. in 1630, and an A. M. in 1634. This uni- 
versity had, from an early period, a reputation 
for liberality of opinion far beyond that of her 
ancient rival at Oxford; and it is not at ali sur- 
prising that so many of her graduates were 
found among the early settlers of New England. 
Among President Dunster's contemporaries at 
Cambridge wore Jeremy Taylor, John Milton, 
Ralph Cadworth, John Pearson, John Harvard, 
and others who became subsequently more or 
less distinguished. He was trained for the min- 
istry, but it is questionable whether he ever took 
orders or not. After afew years spent iu teaching, 
he immigrated to this country, apparently with 
no settled purpose. He was a man of retiring 
disposition, and, although holding to thé most 
positive convictions of duty, he was by nature 
opposed to controversy and strife, so we may 
with propnety assume that he was influenced in 
bis movements by a desire to avoid taking an ac- 
tive part in the angry scenes just then com- 
mencing in the establishment of the Protecto- 
rate of Cromwell, and the execution of King 
Charles and some of his Ministers. 

Dr. Dunster then briefly enumerated the cir- 
cumstances which surrounded his ancestor at 
the time of his arrival in this country, and ro- 
ferred to the great minds which met bim in 
daily association, for the purp of showing 
the peculiar character of the field in which he 
was placed to work. His reputation, said the 
speaker, as a ripe scholar, had evidently pre- 
ceded him; for, almost immediately upon his 
arrival, he was called by the elders, ministers, 
and magistrates, aimost by acclamation, to re- 
move to Cambridge, and assume the 

PRESIDENCY OF THE COLLEGE, — 

a work which proved to be his great life-occu- 
pation. His fitness forthe position was fully 
attested by the statements of important writers. 
Soon after removing to Cambridge, he united 
with the church there on profession of faith ; 
and there are many references to his supplying 
the pulpits in Cambridge and the vicinity during 
his Presidency. 

Besides hie business of instruction and disci- 
pline, he was charged with the administration of 
college matters, even down to such particulars 
as the direction of the commons, the keeping of 
the students’ accounts, the construction af the 
college-editices, and the President's house, etc. 

The first printing-press in North America was 
set up in Cambridge in 1639, as an appendage of 
Harvard College.” In 1641 it was put under 
President Duaster’s management, and was plac- 
ed in the President s house, where it remained 
until 1655. 

For some twelve or thirteen years Mr. Dun- 
ster remained President of the Coliege, and ad- 
ministered ite affairs, not only with entire satis- 
faction, but with eminent success. Indeed it is 
doubtful if, in the history of Harvard, any 
one person ever had so large an influence iu 
perpetuating her existence and shapiog her 
policy as her first President. In support of this 
point, the Doctor qaoted the words of Eliot. He 
then referred to the difficulties that were had 
with him regarding 

HIS TENETS OF FAITH, 

and how he lost his position as President of the 
Collego because be would not retract. Some 
months subsequertiy, Mr. Dunster was indicted 
by the Girana Jury for disturbance of the 
ordinances of Christ upon the Lord's day”: was 
tried, convicted, and sentenced, according to the 
ecclesiastical law, to be publicly admonished 
and give bail for his good behavior.” A second 
time, also, some two years later, a child having 
meantime been born to him, he was again in- 
dicted by the Grand Jury, and tried by the 
County Court, —the presentment being now 
for not bringing his child to the holy ordi- 
nance of baptism.” He was again convicted, 
and as before. 

The latter part of bis life was spent at Plym- 
outb; but, by his request, at bis death his body 
was interred at Cambridge ; and it is a striking 
evidence of the character of the man that he 
made special legacies to persons wii) had been 
during his iife bis most unrelentivg persecutors. 

Dr. Dunster closed his interesting address by 
a summary of the elements of the Puritan char- 
acter, At the close he called attention to

NEW YORK. 
SPEECH OF GEN. SHERMAN, 

New Tonk, Dec. 22.—At the seventieth annual 
dinner of the New England Society to-night, 
Presinent Bailey presided, having on his right 
President Grant, and on his left Gen. Sherman. 
Many distinguished persons were present and 
responded totoasts. President Grant did not 
speak, but Gen. Sherman, in reply to the Army 
and Navy, said: 

Upon the civilization of New England is 
based the civilization of North America. The 
black man is as free as I am. The Japanese are 
free to come here. So are the Chinese, but the 
civilization of New England will remain and 
will govern this continent. The New England 
man, go where he will, carries a centre which, 
enlarging, will affect everythiog be comes 
in contact with. He is the embodiment of all 
English speaking people who believe in hon- 
esty, truth, and patriotism.” 

Referring to the result of the late war, he de- 
clared never was there such an example of the 
conquerors giving the conquered the same 
righws they themselves possessed. Ihe mo- 
ment the vanquished laid down their 
arms we said to them: “Go home, go 
to work for the flag, which is to be the common 
guardians of our homes.” I say to every 
Southern man who will go with us heart and 
hand to build up this laud, they are welcome 

ust as if born on the very surface of Plymouth 
ock. But if they cherish any hopes for 
the old conflict, a storm will arise over their 
heads ten times as heavy as the last one. 
I speak for the army and navy, the men of 
bone and muscle, the brain and sinew, the ag- 
gregate American.” 

He referced to the hard times, and said: The 
trouble is that — flock too much to cities. I 
ask them to come West. [Laughter.] There is 
no trouble in St. Louis. Plenty to eat and to 
drink, and we will give you a hearty 
welcome and God-speed to the best land 
west of us. If the people of New York will 
learn @ lesson of the Pilgrim Fathers and go 
back to somewhat of their economy, the national 
debt will be extinguished in five years, and 
specie payments would come naturally. Let 
us go back to the times as before the 
War. If necessary., | myself will give 
the example of earning my owa living. But in 
doing 80 let us still keep ourselves prepared for 
war whenever it comes. Let us keep the art of 
war before us, 60 that we will not have the mor- 
tification of sending to Germany for soldiers to 
drill our soldiers in the next war. [Great cheer- 
ing.]

The Virginia City (Nev.) Chronicle describes 
this picture; “A Pinte squaw is a study of pa- 
tience and cheerfulness under adverse circam- 
stances. The happiest face in town this morn- 
ing was probably that of an old leather-colored 
female sitting on a pile of sti mortar before a 
building going upin the burned district. The 
lower end of the board upon which her youngest 
was strapped was stuck into the mortar, so that 
she was released of that care. Her next, a red- 
faced shaver of 8 years, warm and dirty, in a 
coat of squirrel skins, knawed the undecayed 
side of an apple, and the old lady herself sat 
with her lap fuil of garbage, picking out and 
enjoying the tid-bits, while the family cur re- 
newed work at ber feet on the weil-polished 
bones thrown to it.”

It 
will be seen that the responses to the reporter's 
interrogations were wanting in both of these 
particulars.

Mr. R.—I don’t want to make any statement at 
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Rep.—Frankly, now, Mr. Russell, did you ar- 
range for giving information to the Govern- 
ment ? 

Mr. R.—No, sir. No arrangements were made 
for furnishing apy information to the Govera- 
ment. 
tep.—To the point again, Mr. Russell: Did 
you attempt to secure a reduction of your as- 
sessment ? 

Mr. R.—I did. 

Rep. Did you snueceed ? 

Rr. R.—It has resulted in simply nothing so 
far. 

The reporter expressed his sorrow at not being 
permitted to take Mr. Russells full statement 
verbatim, as he assured the geotieman he would 
do if he so desired. At the same time he was 
aware that he had found out what he really went 
after--that Mr. Russell had gone to Washing- 
ton, that be bad not arranged to furnish. io- 
formation to the Government olficers, aud that 
his exertions in behalf of a reduction in his as- 
setement were unsuccessful.

able money. For the purpose of keeping any 
one from stealing away his secret, he bad been 
in the habit of shutting himeelf up in the barn, 
more especially since there was no room in the 
house where his rather dirty experiments could 
be conveniently carmed on. That Mr. Schmidt 
had been doing something in the dyeing way is 
unquestionable,—that appeared from the ma- 
terials scattered around, and from the remnants 
of cloth on which experimental dyes had been 
tested. 

So far as the story of the boy is concerned, 
Mr. Schmidt denies it entirely. He says that he 
never employed any person to do any work in 
the barp, except the members of bis own fam- 
ily, aod that only occasionally when there was 
some heavy lifting or something of that sort to 
be done. He is unable to understand why any 
person should have fabricated such a yarn con- 
cerning bim, and is of the belief that it was 
purely a piece of malicious mischief on the part 
of the young man. in view of all these circum- 
stances, Mr. Schmidt must certainly be acquit- 
ted of having defrauded the Government, and 
the negligence of the Revenue otlicers is vindi-

In traveling in strange lends you bear many 
interesting stories, but one has made such an 
im u on me that I cannot forbear giving 
you 8 few items from it. It is about the last

they refused, but floally the Argentines prevail- 
ed on them to do #0. Strange to sav, all 
the fighting was done for tyrants, for the 
Lopezes, father and son, were beth ts 
of the firet water. In this so-called Republic it 
was the fashion for the dying father to bequeath 
the Presidency to the son; and Lopez II., who 
was the cause of the war, punished his unsuc- 
ceasful agents, The General who surrendered 
when holding out was an impossibility, and the 
single survivor of the canoe tragedy, suffered 
from his band, together with their families, He 
is even said to have sacrificed his brothers and 
sisters to his political ambition, Often his 
armies were forced to live on bitter oranges. 
Their sufferings were fearful. Finally the ty- 
rant 's day came, and he fell fighting in an en- 
gagement in March, 1870, and his grave was dug 
on the epot where he fell, by a woman whose 
history was linked to his, and who, people say, 
led him on in many of his tyrannical actions. 
She buried him and her son side by side. Her 
courage, her suffering, and her struggles drew 
pity from the Brazilans.. One is reminded of 
past ages. Spartans and Trojans are called to 
mind. Paraguay is at present to all intents 


and purposes. , 
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A CENTURY OF PROGRESS, 


Tough Customers of Ancient Days, 
Cincinnati Gazette, 

Giving all due weight to whisky frands, war. 
fare on the public schools, the panic of 1873, 
and its existing consequences, excess of paper 
money, and every evil that alarms the thought- 
ful, the average Americans of 1875 have de- 
cidedly the advantage of any previous genera- 
tion of their conntrymen. 

If we look to the Ola World in those so-called 
quiet times before the French Revolution and 
Napoleonic ambition created a panic everywhere, 
we shall have stil more reason for thinkiog that 
neither bere nor in Europe are things changing 
for the worst, There are painful social and po- 
litical upheavals it is true, but they are only 
processes by which the remains of former cor- 
ruption are being destroyed. Anything is bet- 
ter than the fearful stagnation which once ex- 
isted. 

France under Louis XV. is generally cited as 
the most striking example of the commingled 
splendor, wickedness, and misery of the old 
regime, but the petty courts of Germany which 
imitated French luxury, but only succeeded in 
copying the grosser forms of ite profligac v, seem 
to us the worst embodiments of seventeenth and 
eighteenth century tyranny. The Thirty Years’ 
War, ending in 1648, robbed Germany of one- 
half—some say two-thirds—of its inhabitants, 
and the moral havoc was still worse. The war 
of the Spanish Succession, 1700-13,in which 
Bavaria took the side of France, and suffered 
fearfully from the ravages of the Imperial and 
English armies, added to the work of demorali- 
Zation. 

Almost all the Princelings, Catholic and Prot- 
esiant, about these times were trying to ape the 
splendors of the Courts of Vienna and Ver- 
sailles. France, however, bore off the palm of 
iofluence, Many a principality was nearly beg- 
gared that its Grand Duke or Elector might 
revel in luxury. Maximilian Emanuel of Bava- 
ria was surrounded by a small army of mis- 
tresses. He spent so much for pamtiogs and 
other objects of art that taxes were trebled in 
Bavaria, yet he was too refined to live there, 
He made Brussels bis principal headquarters, 
and restricted his conversation to French, re- 
garding his native German as too coarse and 
vulgar a tongue. This scoundrel, who nearly 
drove anobie wife to despair by his profligacy 
aud expoved his innocent subjects to all the hor- 

ors of war by his needless partisanship in the 
Spanish quarrel, affected to be a hero. His 
portrait is to be seen in the old palace at Aunich, 
banging wear by a tasteless cabinet lined with 
mirrors and stored with bric-a-brac. He wears a 
long wig, which does not conceal the gatyr-like 
hideousness of his countenance, aud, clothed in 
armor and graspiog a baton in tus hand, affects 
to be watching ‘with awful majesty the progress 
of a battle. 

Charles Louis, Margrave of Baden, founded a 
splendid palace near the site of the present City 
of Oarleruhe, stocking its park with over 150 
mistresses, whom he termed wood nymphs. 
The scandal was too great even for those days, 
and Charles took a step toward virtue by lessen- 
ing the number of nymphs oue-half. 

ibe greatest scoundrel of them all was the 
Augustus, Elector of Saxony, better 
known as King Augustus II. oft Poland. He 
abandoned the Protestant faith to se ure the 
Polish sovereignty, introduced a conscription 
among his Saxon subjects, rendered the Consti- 
tution of the -Electorate a nullity, aud. after 
twenty-nine years of delay, mocked the people 
by anew Constitution, the alteration of which 
he teserved to himself. He spent six millions of 
thalers for a single fete, and many millions more 
in senseless mythological dramas. No home was 
safe from bis profligate invasion, and he is 
known to have been the father of over 350 
children. His robes at the coronation at War- 
saw cost over a million thalers. and what was 
spent for the splendid trifles in the Green Vault 
at Dreeden no one knows. 

He was as cruel as he was vicious. The Prot- 
estants of Thorn, in his Kingdom of Prussia, 
having complained of certain grievances, he 
punished them by a massacre, and gave the Lu- 
theran Charchto the Jesuits, and the people 
whose lives were spared to the tender mercies of 
the same fathers. One of his followers accu- 
mulated 16,000,000 thalers of public money, but 
his widow was compelled to disgorgé half. 

His son and successor, Augustus III., though 
less profligate, suffered his Minister, Count 
Bruehl. to rob the people with impunity. This 
counsellor had all his pastry brought from Paris 
to Dresden, and had so large a wardrobe that he 
always kept on band 100 pairs of shoes. 

In 1733 the Duke of Saxe-Gotha instituted the 
practice of selling his people as mercenary 
troops to foreign powers. How Heese Cassel 
aud other little States copied his example is 
known to all the readers of our Bevolutionary 
history. 

Tbe Emperor Charles VI., who died in 1740, 
had a court of 40,000 ns, all supported at 
the public expense, Twelve quarts of wine was 
the amount daily set apart for the Empress’ 
night cap.” This is a sufficient illustration of 
the Imperial economy. 

We might add materially to the facts we have 
cited from writers like Menzel and Vebse, but 
we have said enongh to show that while their 
masters were reveling in excemes too outra- 
geous to describe in detail, the ipdustrious masses 
must have suffered most fearfully. We leave 
out of question horrible persecations for relig- 
ious dissent, such ag those inflicted by the Arch- 
bishop of Salzburg on his Protestant subjects. 
Calling to mind ‘the facts that manufactures 
were unknown, or in their infancy; that there 
were no good means for intercommunication and 
the exchange of commodities, we find the Ger- 
mans of a century ago submitting patiently to 
burdens against which the most docile ple 
would now rise in ingurrection. The ebe 
of such rouge as we have mentioned would 
rouse the sympathy, if not the interference, of 
other nations for the oppressed. 

There is no possibility of the repetition in 
the nineteenth century on any large scale of 
what was the common practice of rulers in the 
eighteenth. In the lapse of ) years poteptates 
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have learned that thei ects have rights, 
Ihey may endeavor to these, but they 
cannot entirely withhold them. Even in Rusma 
the imitation of Augustus of Saxony would en- 
danger the authority of the Ozar. h being 
the change in the actualities, as well as in the 
possibilities of things, we may safely concinde 
that the world is not going backward. There 
are provoking connter-movements and deplor- 
able reactions, but, as & whole, civilization: is 
marching on.

SUNLIGHT. 


Treasury has made an assessment of $125,000 / To the Editor of The Chicago Tribune ; 


Cutcaao, Dec. 21.—The effecta of sunlight are 
observed in the animal even more markedly than 
in the vegetable creation. It has been demon- 
strate’ by experiment that animals whose nat- 
aral color is white will present an entirely 
differéat bue and sppearance if reared in 
darkness. That the development of tad- 
poles can be retaried by confining them 
in dark vessels nas been sufficiently 
demonstrated by the experiments of Edwards 
and Hammond. The fish found in the Mam- 
moth Cave have no sight, because the deyelop- 
ment of the eyes is arrested by the absence of 
light. Sir Humphrey Davy, in his Salmonis, 
or Consolations of Travel,“ describes the Pro- 
leus Anguinus, found in the grotto of Madalene, 
in Illyria, several hundred feet below the sur- 
face. He represents them as pale, slender crea- 
tures, almost transparent in their natural condi- 
tion, but gradually becoming of a darter color 


when they are brought to the light. They have 
no eyes, but in their place two small dota. 

Saplight also penetrates the sea to the distance 

of several hundred feet, and the fish are sus- 
ceptible to its influence, as are the animals that 
move on the earth, or the birds that fly in the 
air. All the varieties of fish live near the sur- 

face of the ocean: only the lower orders 

are found below 100 fathoms. On man the in- 

fluence of sunlight is as direct and positive, and 

far more perceptible, than on the lower forms of 

existence, although he is by nature endowed 
with greater power of resisting external in- 

fluences,

THE PUBLIC LIBRALBY. 
To the Editor of The Chicago Tribune : 

Cuicaco, Dec. 22.—My attention has been 
called to an article which appeared in your col- 
umos last Sunday morning, and which editorially 
criticises the Chicago vublic Library. While it 
is undoubtedly true that very many novels are 
distributed across its counter, it has perhaps 
escaped notice that a great deal of other reading 
is also done. My own experience hardly justi- 
fies the severe statement that the Library “is 
mainly, almost exclusively, patronized by the 
poor, ignorant classes.” 

simply of what has fallen under my 
own observation, I am able to say that the 
is remarkabiy rich in works relating 


to the best English literature. For neariy 


a year I have been in the habit of giving 
conversational lectures on English poets to the 
young people of a society connected with my 
church. During this time I have had frequent 
occasion for unusual and sometimes rare books, 
with which I have been elsewhere acquainted, iu 
order to illustrate the different authors an! 
thgir writings. My own library does not alwavs 
supply the deficiency, nor can I procare the 
books readily anywhere else. I am free, there- 
fore, to record that I have tested the Public Li- 
brary very sharply, and almost unfairly, as Mr. 
Poole and some of his assistants know, but I 
have not failed in a single instance to find what 
I wanted. For example, the Library bas three 
lives of Chatterton,—one extremely rare,—and 
a complete edition of his poems in their best 
annotated form. It is the same with other 


eta. . 
Phe first appeals to the Library were for 
Chapman's Homer and the fail edition of the 
writings of Skelton, in which I needed the 
„Boke of. Philip Sparow.” In both I was sue- 
cessful,—although I had failed to find them in 
anv bookstore or in the library of any friend. 

That this is not an exceptional success I may 
add that I was agreeably disappointed in finding 
the educational works as finely represented as in 
the library of Michigan University, where the 
subject has been a specialty for a long time. 

I have had no interest in fiction or light litera- 
ture, and it may be in those departments as 
Tux Trrevne says it is, but the class of people 
who use the library are not by any means ac- 
cording to the critique. The Library is certainly a 
popular one. In this view it must be prajsed 
rather than blamed. Personally, I have not 
felt that I was lowering myself by taking my 
turn democratically with those whom 1 found 
there, and [ doubt if any one else bas, unless he 
be of a sort to object to mingling with foot-pas- 
sengers because he belonged to “ carriage- 
folks.” In that case, something might possibly 
come between the wind and his nobility. 

Pardon this little screed of remonstrance from 
one who wishes well to the Library, who believes 
we truly need it, and who hopes for the time 
when its excellent reference departments shall 
be as well patronized as its fiction

GAS EXTORTION. 
To the Editor of The Chicago Tribune: 

Cuicaco, Dec. 22.—In to-day’s Turnen I no- 
tice a statement of Mr. Billings, of the People’s 
Gas Company, which is so contrary to the facts 
as experienced by me that I submit the follow- 
ing: My October gas bill amounted to over $20 
at $i per 1,000. Having unexpectedly an ac- 
count to pay on the 10th, I omitted to pay the 
Gas Company, thinking the time I should gain 
would compensate for the loss of discount. The 
10th was on Wednesday; on Friday a collector 
called for the amount, and I was toldin reply toa 
question that I could have no reduction fromthe 
full amount if I paid it then. I then declined 
paying 33 per cent interest for two days. On 
the Wednesday following I paid part, but not 
sufficient, apparently, as the meter wag sent for 
on the same day. I paid more to keep it, and 
paid in full on the 20th, paying $4 per 1,000, 
or over 1,200 per cent per annum, and this when 
Ibave a deposit of $25 with them drawing no 
interest, and the owner of the building tells 
me he paid $10 for the meter in addition. 
In further reply to Mr. Billings, I can say that 1 
always paid my gas bill on or before the 10th 
previous to this; that I went to the office and 
explained that I had every disposition to pay, in 
fact my business compels this. 

As Mr. Billings says they only charge those 
intending to beat them $3.50, will be explain 
why I could get no reduction from $4.00 in two 
or ten days after the 10th? I, with many others 
(a majority of the tradesmen of the block), now 
burn oil wherever ticable, and if others 
would do the same the Gas Company would be 
likely not to make as much profit. and be more 
reasonable towards those whom they compel to 
submit to their extortion.

Henry Stuart Swayne, of Toledo, O., son of Jus- 
tice Swayne, an associate of Judge Davis upon 
the Bench. 


JUDGE DAVIS 

has been a resident of Bloomington since 1836, 
and, during the years in which he has attained 
to eminence and vast wealth, he has remained 
the same unassuming and unostentatious man 
he was when, nearly forty years ago, he brought 
his Massachusetts bride to his home at Lenox, 
to share with him his new home on the Western 
prairies. His possessions are valued at over 
21,000,000, including thousands of acres of IIli- 
nois’ most productive farm-lands, and city prop- 
erty in the very heart of Chicago and in this city ; 
yet his private and public life, and the life of his 
family, are characterized by sensible economy 
and simplicity. His children are only two,— 
Miss Sallie, a sensible, amiable girl of 2. who 
this evenirg became Mrs. Swayne, and a brother 
some years her senior, who is married, and lives 
in plain comfort in a pleasant home near his 
father’s, on the eastern edge of this pleasant 
city.
